A measure calling for payment of 
past-due Confederate pensions by dis- 
counting Western and Atlantic rail- 
road rentals for five years was re- 
ported favorably by the house commit- 
tee on appropriations Thursday after- 
noon. 
The bill specifies that whatever part 
of the revenue thus secured is needed 
to pay pensions due according to the 
present pension laws shall be used 
by the governor, and any surplus shall 
revert to the general treasury. 

Representative J. W. Culpepper, of 
Fayette county, author of the bilt, .. 
told the committee that, as closely as 
could be estimated, it will require 
approximately $2,500,000 to meet the 
obligation due pensioners, but that 
this amount is daily shrinking by 
reason of deaths among the old sol- 
diers and their widows.
